FOREWORD 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  relating  to  the 
annual  reporl  of  the  activities  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Hoard,  there  has 
been  compiled  such  a  report,  which  the  Board  expects  "ill  give  accurate 
information  regarding  each  activity  thai   is  of  importance. 

Some  matters  which  have  been  discussed  heretofore  in  previous  reports 
have  been  omitted  because  of  their  lack  of  importance,  the  Board  being  of 
the  opinion  thai  its  duties  have  to  do  with  the  administration  of  the  law7 
only  and  that  its  report  should  be  confined  to  matters  thai  have  been  ac- 
complished in  the  department. 

A  condensed  statement  of  the  number  of  accidents  under  each  of  the 
three  plans  is  given  herein  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1932.  This 
table  gives  the  total  volume  of  business  transacted  through  the  department 
of  claims  during  the  fiscal  year  and  shows  the  classifications  under  which 
the  several  cases  are  segregated.  A  second  table  gives  the  identical  data 
for  the  seventeen-year  period  during  which  the  compensation  law  has  been 
effective.

PERMANENT  TOTAL  DISABILITY  ACCIDENTS  CLASSIFIED 
AS  TO  INDUSTRY 

From  July  1,  1915  to  June  30,  1932 

EXPLANATORY  :  The  showing  that  there  have  been  only  sixty-five 
accidents  causing  permanent  total  disability  during  the  seventeen  years 
that  the  Act  has  been  in  effect  may  lead  to  wrong  conclusions,  unless  the 
showing  is  explained. 

Very  severe  injuries  following  accidents  ordinarily  result  in  either  the. 
death  of  the  workman  or  his  permanent  disability.  Permanent  total  disa- 
bility means  permanent  inability  to  perform  any  useful  work.  Ordinarily, 
when  death  does  not  follow  severe  injuries  to  a  workman,  be  ultimately 
recovers  to  the  extent  that  he  may  perform  some  work.  Frequently,  the 
recovery  is  only  sufficient  to  permit  him  to  regain  fifteen,  twenty,  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  per  cent  of  bis  former  functions.  In  these  cases,  however,  the 
injured  workman  becomes  not  a  permanent  total  disability,  but  a  perma- 
nent partial  disability  with  a  heavy  percentage  of  disability.  Any  disability 
less  than  total  is  classified  as  partial.  There  have  been  only  sixty-five  cas"S 
in  which  injured  workmen  were  finally  classified  as  total  disabilities. 
There  have  been  hundreds  of  cases  where  they  were  classified  as  perma- 
nent partial  disabilities,  with  disability  ratings  of  seventy-five  to  ninety 
per  cent.

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COMPARISON  OF  COMPENSATION  PAYMENTS 
BY  YEARS  AND  PLANS 

The  amount  of  compensation  payable  in  each  case  of  death  or  total 
disability  of  a  permanent  character  is  definitely  fixed  by  law.  For  death 
the  law  specifies  400  weeks  compensation  at  half  the  weekly  wages  of  the 
deceased  workman  at  the  time  of  death,  limited  to  a  maximum  rate  of 
$21.00  per  week.  The  same  rate  is  fixed  for  cases  of  total  disability  of  a 
permanent  character,  except  that  the  payments  run  for  500  weeks.  The 
same  also  is  true  with  regard  to  payments  for  total  disability  cases  of  a 
temporary  character,  except  that  the  limit  is  for  300  weeks. 

The  Board's  greatest  difficulty  is  in  applying  the  partial  disability 
statute  (Section  2914 )  to  the  situation  of  many  workmen  who  have  suffered 
a  partial  disability  as  a  result  of  an  industrial  accident.  The  Legislative 
Assembly  of  1929  has  liberalized  this  section  making  the  maximum  amount 
of  compensation  allowed  much  greater  than  was  the  rule  at  the  time  of  our 
report  in  192S.  The  rate  of  compensation,  however,  is  still  based  upon  the 
difference  in  wages  earned  by  the  injured  workman  prior  to  his  accident 
and  the  amount  he  is  able  to  earn  thereafter. 

This  theory  on  first  thought  appears  to  he  ideal,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
apply  the  rule  in  the  general  run  of  cases  for  the  reason  that  the  claimant 
cannot  present  evidence  to  the  Board  which  shows  accurately  the  amount 
of  wages  he  is  able  to  earn  after  his  injury. 

Attention  has  been  called,  in  previous  reports  of  this  Board,  to  the 
difference  in  the  average  amounts  of  compensation  paid  under  each  of  the 
three  plans,  year  by  year,  since  the  act  became  effective.  Plan  No.  1  is  the 
plan  under  which  the  employer  pays  the  compensation.  Plan  No.  2  is  the 
plan  wherein  the  employer  carries  compensation  insurance  with  insurance 
companies  permitted  to  write  compensation  in  this  state.  Plan  No.  3  is 
the  plan  wherein  the  compensation  is  paid  from  the  State  Industrial  Acci- 
dent Fund.  It  will  be  noted  that  for  the  fiscal  year  1929-1930  the  number 
of  compensation  cases,  except  permanent  total  and  fatal,  under  Plan  No.  1, 
totaled  2.781.  and  that  for  the  fiscal  year  1930-1931  the  aumber  of  cases 
under  this  classification  dropped  to  1,492  and  in  1931-1932  dropped  to 
1,228.  There  apparently  was  no  such  drop  ij;  cases  of  this  character  under 
either  Plan  No.  2  or  Plan  No.  3  for  the  yer<rs  mentioned.  Under  Plan  No.  2 
the  number  of  compensation  cases,  except  permanent  total  and  fatal  were 
2,689  for  the  year  1929  1930.  This  dropped  to  2,474  for  the  year  1930-1931 
and  fell  off  about  100  or  to  the  total  of  2,309  for  the  year  1931-1932. 

The  same  condition  prevailed  under  Plan  Three  (State  Plan)  there 
being  only  a  spread  of,  or  rather  a  decrease  of  less  than  500  cases  between 
1929  and  1932.  Consequently  compensation  payments  in  money  increased 
steadily  from  1929  to  1932.  The  total  paid  in  compensation  for  the  fiscal 
year  1929-1930  was  $221,143.98.  During  this  fiscal  year  the  graduated  scale 
of  compensation  payments  or  the  increase  provided  for  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  1929  had  not  yet  taken  effect.  For  the  fiscal  year  1931-1932 
the  graduated  scale  was  in  full  operation  and  the  total  compensation  pay- 
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ments  amounted  to  $226,810.04  or  an  increase  over  any  other  previous  year. 
The  number  of  compensation  cases,  except  permanent  total  and  fatal,  how- 
ever, were  greater  for  this  year  than  for  any  other  year  except  the  year 
1929-1930. 

The  following-  table  shows  the  number  of  accident  cases,  except  those 
resulting  in  death  and  total  disability,  the  amount  of  compensation  paid 
and  the  average  per  case  for  each  of  the  three  plans  since  the  act  became 
effective :

LUMP  SUM  SETTLEMENT 

The  law  makes  the  following  provisions  with  regard  to  the  method  of 
the  payment  of  compensation  : 

Section  21)25  says:  •'Payments  made  how.  All  payments  of  compensa- 
tion, as  provided  in  this  Act,  shall  be  made  monthly,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein." 

The  only  other  provision  is  contained  in  Section  2i)2(>,  which  says  in 
part:  "Monthly  payments  converted  into  a  lump  sum.  The  monthly  pay- 
ments provided  for  in  this  Act  may  be  converted  in  whole  or  in  part,  into 
a  lump  sum  payment,  which  lump  sum  payment  shall  not  exceed  the  esti- 
mated value  of  the  present  worth  of  the  deferred  payments  capitalized  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum.  Such  conversion  can  only  be  made 
upon  the  written  application  of  the  injured  workman,  his  beneficiary  or 
major  or  minor  dependents,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  rest  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board,  both  as  to  the  amount  of  such  lump  sum  payment 
and  the  advisability  of  such  conversion." 

The  present  Board  has  carried  out  a  policy  of  granting  a  full  lump 
sum  or  partial  lump  sum  only  where  it  has  become  convinced,  after  a 
showing  made  that  the  payment  of  the  compensation  money  to  the  claimant 
would  be  more  beneficial  to  such  claimant  than  if  the  payments  were  con- 
tinued on  the  monthly  basis.  Each  application  for  a  lump  sum  is  considered 
on  its  individual  merits.  No  set  policy  or  rule  for  the  granting  of  lump 
sums  under  certain  circumstances  is  followed.  The  Board  investigates 
each  one  with  a  view  to  determining  the  claimant's  actual  situation.

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FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Herewith  the  Board  submits  ;i  financial  statement  as  of  June  30th, 
1932.  The  total  cash  and  invested  funds  of  the  Industrial  Accident  ami 
Industrial  Reserve  Fund  are  $041,321.30.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  reserve 
for  compensation,  while  not  growing,  is  sufficiently  large  to  insure  the 
payment  of  all  possible  compensation  claims,  and  still  leave  a  healthy 
balance  as  a  reserve  for  the  future.  The  amount  of  total  cash  and  in- 
vested funds  in  this  report  is  the  largest  reported  during  the  Board's 
existence,  with  two  exceptions,  these  two  funds  having  reached  the  peak 
in  11)30  and  1931. 

The  extremely  unfavorable  conditions  for  the  past  two  years  has 
caused  a  large  decrease  in  premium  collections,  which  makes  up  the  acci- 
dent fund  and  the  industrial  reserve  fund.  An  examination  of  this  report 
will  show  that  while  the  unfavorable  business  conditions  caused  a  falling 
off  in  premium  payments,  there  was  not  a  proportionate  decrease  in  the 
number  of  accidents  under  Plan  Three. 

The  Board  feels  that  because  of  these  facts  the  financial  statement 
submitted  this  year  is  particularly  gratifying.  With  this  healthy  reserve 
the  Fund  will  be  able  to  carry  on.  despite  unfavorable  conditions,  and 
this  without  another  raise  in  premium   rates.

INSPECTORS'  REPORTS 


P>ecause  of  the  information  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  inspectors 
there  is  herewith  quoted  the  report  of  the  state  coal  mine  inspector  and  the 
state  quartz  mine  inspector. 

In  his  report  to  the  Board,  Mr.  Edward  Davies,  state  coal  mine  inspec- 
tor, says  in  part : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  State  Mining  Laws  I  herewith 
suhmit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1932. 
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General  Conditions 

The  output  of  our  coal  mines  has  been  considerably  decreased  due  to 
the  increased  use  of  natural  gas,  oil  and  electricity  to  say  nothing  of  the 
general  depression. 

The  coal  mines  of  the  State  are  equipped  with  modern  machinery  and 
this  has  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  men  employed.  One  of 
the  oldest  mines  in  the  State  at  Red  Lodge  has  gone  out  of  business  due 
to  its  inability  to  compete  with  the  mines  that  are  completely  mechanized. 
The  coal  veins  at  Red  Lodge  are  of  such  nature  that  modern  coal  loading 
equipment  cannot  be  successfully  used. 

The  outlook  for  the  coal  mining  industry  is  far  from  encouraging  at 
flie  present  time. 

Many  additional  small  wagon  mines  are  being  opened  by  miners  who 
were  thrown  out  of  work  when  the  mines  at  which  they  were  formerly  em- 
ployed were  mechanized.  There  are  so  many  of  these  small  mines  that  il 
is  impossible  for  any  of  them  to  make  money.  The  best  that  they  can  hope 
to  do  is  to  make  enough  to  provide  them  with  the  bare  necessities  of  life. 
Most  of  them  are  glad  to  exchange  coal  for  groceries.  There  are  many  un- 
employed miners  in  the  coal  mining  camps  who  are  unable  to  find  employ- 
ment. They  have  failed  to  find  work  elsewhere  because  every  community 
in  the  country  has  an  unemployment  problem  of  its  own. 

Fatal  Accidents 

There  were  two  fatal  accidents  during  the  year.  Our  record  in  this 
respect  compares  very  favorably  with  the  other  coal  producing  states. 
Safety  First  is  being  continually  emphasized  and  credit  is  due  to  the  opera- 
tors and  miners  for  their  cooperation.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  things  that 
accidents  will  occur  from  time  to  time  that  could  not  possibly  have  been 
foreseen,  but  the  majority  of  accidents  are  avoidable.  Safety  First  is  pre- 
dicted upon  that  fact.

Gentlemen : 

7n  submitting  this,  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1932. 
will  say  : 

The  mining  districts  of  the  .State  were  visited,  safety  inspections  made 
with  friendly  acceptance  of  operators  for  all  recommendations  of  safety 
measures. 

Curtailment  of  output  for  silver,  copper,  lead  and  zinc,  due  to  the  low- 
est price  in  history  for  these  metals,  has  kept  many  properties  idle.  How- 
ever, gold  mining  had  an  unusual  amount  of  activity,  particularly  the 
placers. 

Nearly  all  the  old  placer  camps  experienced  an  influx  of  men,  who 
have  removed  themselves  from  the  crowd  of  unemployed:  the  returns  for 
their  labor  has  not  been  large  for  the  individual  but  the  total  yield  of  gold 
dust  has  been  considerable. 

The  Bureau  of  Mines'  Rescue  Car  No.  9  was  stationed  in  the  State  sev- 
eral months,  giving  invaluable  training  and  instructions.  The  result  of 
these  past  several  years'  training  is  noticeable  in  the  lower  accident  rate. 

There  were  thirteen  fatal  accidents  in  the  metal  mines  during  the 
year.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT  SUPPLEMENTING 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Bureau  of  Civilian  Rehabilitation,  Year  1931-1932 

Twenty-eight  physically  disabled  men  and  women  completed  their  train- 
ing during  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30th.  This  is  a  material  im- 
provement over  the  record  of  any  preceding  year.  Forty-six  active  training 
cases  were  carried  over  into  the  current  year.  This  means  that  a  total  of 
seventy-four  handicapped  residents  of  the  State  were  assisted  by  the  Re- 
habilitation Bureau  in  this  twelve-month  period.  Of  the  number  who  even- 
tuated from  training,  sixteen  are  now  employed  and  several  others  will 
doubtless  be  placed  in  the  near  future.  Were  it  not  for  the  existing  de- 
pression which  has  so  drastically  affected  industry  and  employment,  we 
could  doubtless  have  found  jobs  or  positions  for  practically  every  person 
trained.  As  it  is,  all  of  these  unfortunate  men  and  women  have  been 
thoroughly  prepared  along  trade  or  professional  lines  and,  with  a  revival 
of  business,  should  have  no  difficulty  in  earning  their  livelihood. 

A  brief  description  of  the  completed  cases  and  of  the  cases  still  in 
training  will  be  found  appended  to  this  report.  From  this  it  will  be  noted 
that  of  all  the  Bureau's  beneficiaries  fourteen,  or  approximately  20%  of 
the  total,  are  girls  or  women,  and  that  the  greater  majority  are  under  30 
years  of  age.  A  considerable  number  are  between  30  and  40,  but  only  8  or 
10  per  cent  of  all  have  passed  the  two-score  mark.  Injuries  to  back,  hips 
and  limbs  rank  first  in  the  disability  classification,  with  infantile  paralysis, 
amputations,  foot  and  hand  disabilities,  deafness  and  congenital  ailments 
following  in  the  order  named.  It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
period  covered  by  this  report  we  have  had  trainees  in  seven  trade  schools, 
five  commercial  colleges,  four  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  twenty- 
two  shops  and  other  industrial  establishments.  Training  facilities  in  nine- 
teen different  cities  have  been  utilized  and  twenty-nine  different  trades 
and  professions  are  represented. 

An  encouraging  development  has  been  a  growing  willingness  on  the 
part  of  county  authorities  to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau  by  sharing  the 
expenses  of  training.  This  is  particularly  welcome  in  view  of  our  limited 
finances  and  the  increasing  demands  upon  our  service.  Last  year  ten  girls 
or  women  and  sixty-nine  men  filed  application  for  training,  an  increase  of 
seventeen  over  the  preceding  year.  Counties  now  participating  by  assuming 
a  substantial  percentage  of  training  costs  include  Flathead,  Sheridan, 
Phillips,  Teton  and  Powder  River.  Several  other  counties,  where  we  have 
prospective  trainees,  have  also  indicated  a  desire  to  cooperate,  although  a 
number  have  claimed  inability  to  do  so  because  of  depleted  funds. 

Civilian  Rehabilitation  has  become  accepted  as  a  service  of  tremendous 
value  to  a  large  number  of  unfortunate  citizens  who  have  been  cruelly  ne- 
glected before.  To  take  this  group  of  physically  handicapped  men  and 
women,  girls  and  boys — destitute  and  despairing — unable  by  reason  of  their 
injuries  to  contribute  anything  to  a  society  which  must  maintain  them,  and 
by  a  course  of  practical  training  restore  these  people  to  usefulness,  inde- 
pendence and  happiness  is  a  service  which  may  be  described  as  conserva- 
tion of  the  highest  order. 
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Training  Completed 

0.  A.  of  Billings,  age  21,  a  laborer,  was  severely  burned,  legs,  arms  and 
bands  disfigured  and  so  crippled  that  he  could  not  return  to  Ins  former 
job  ;  taught  photography — upon  completing  training  opened  a  studio  in 
Downey,  California. 

J.  A.  of  Medicine  Lake,  a  high  school  student,  invalided  since  a  small  child 
from  infantile  paralysis ;  barely  gets  around  on  crutches — trained  for 
drafting,  lettering  and  commercial  work ;  training  received  has  enabled 
his  to  hold  position  in  Bozeman,  netting  sufficient  income  to  cover  his 
needs. 

L.  B.  of  Billings,  age  28,  left  leg  amputated  at  hip ;  can't  wear  artificial 
legs  due  to  shortness  of  stump ;  given  training  in  linotype  operation — 
now  has  position  in  printing  establishment  at  Medford,  Oregon,  at 
$22.50  a  week. 

L.  C.  of  Eureka,  girl.  19,  parents  dead,  paralysis  of  legs  and  amputated 
loot  :  trained  for  bookkeeping  and  stenography — now  has  office  posi- 
tion in  Billings  at  .$75.00  a  month. 

L.  C.  of  Manhattan,  age  21,  laborer,  married,  crippled  left  leg;  was  placed 
in  shop  for  practical  training  in  auto  mechanics — later  given  employ- 
ment by  the  shop  at  $20.00  a  week. 

W.  ('.of  Butte,  age  24.  a  miner,  left  arm  and  leg  crippled  by  paralysis;  en- 
rolled for  bookkeeping  course,  now  completed — hopes  to  secure  position 
soon. 

.1.  D.  of  Butte,  age  35,  miner,  has  dependent  mother,  fractured  back  render- 
ing heavy  work  impossible;  given  instruction  in  bookkeeping — has  not 
as  yet  found  permanent  position  although  training  lias  led  t<>  several 
temporary  jobs. 

M.  E.  of  Simnis,  age  19,  girl,  both  legs  crippled  by  paralysis:  given  complete 
commercial   course — graduated  recently — temporarily   unemployed. 

( '.  G.  of  Butte,  age  20,  partial  paralysis  of  both  legs:  wears  braces — trained 
for  bookkeeping  and  stenography:  obtained  office  position  at  $20.00  a 
week  upon  completing  training. 

E.K.  of  Coffee  Creek,  age  19.  daughter  of  dry  land  farmer  of  no  means; 
lame  and  deaf:  given  library  and  commercial  training  in  a  Washington 
school  for  deaf — upon  completing  training  secured  office  position  in 
that  city. 

O.K.  of  Ryegate.  age  20,  badly  crippled  right  leg:  taught  vulcanizing  in  a 
Billings  shop — with  assistance  of  friends  and  county  has  opened  a  shop 
in  his  home  town. 

J.  K.  of  Butte,  age  40,  married,  four  children,  occupation  miner,  internal 
injuries  and  sprained  back  :  taught  barber  trade — is  now  doing  well 
in  a  shop  of  his  own  in  an  eastern  city. 

J.  K.  of  Butte,  age  38.  married,  two  children,  miner  by  occupation,  ampu- 
tated left  arm:  trained  for  stationary  engineering — has  had  several 
temporary  jobs  hut  not  yet  steadily  employed. 
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O.  K.  of  Kalispell,  age  29,  laborer,  fractured  spine,  walks  with  crutches  : 
sent  east  for  instruction  in  watch  repairing  and  engraving — now  back 
in  Kalispell  where  he  operates  own  shop ;  making  living. 

R.  K.  of  Black  Eagle,  age  21,  laborer,  married  and  has  one  child  ;  mutilate'! 
left  foot;  course  in  bookkeeping  and  stenography — upon  completion  ob- 
tained an  office  position  at  $25.00  a  week. 

D.  L.  of  Harlem,  age  23,  deformed  and  crippled  by  paralysis,  left  arm  en- 
tirely useless;  placed  in  commercial  school  for  business  training — now 
has  bookkeeping  position  for  farmers'  co-operative  organization  at 
$60.00  a  month. 

A.  M.  of  Chouteau,  age  36,  married,  one  child,  right  leg  amputated,  farm 
laborer  by  occupation ;  was  helped  by  Bureau  to  secure  position  in  a 
clerical  capacity  with  State  Highway  Commission. 

H.  M.  of  Butte,  age  19,  amputated  right  arm;  provided  with  course  in  book- 
keeping, later  worked  one  season  with  State  Highway  Commission  as 
gra vel  checker — temporarily  unemployed. 

J.  M.  of  Glendive,  age  23,  laborer,  has  dependent  mother;  left  ear  complete- 
ly deaf  following  attack  of  meningitis,  also  has  crippled  left  hip  ;  taught 
lip  reading  and  shoe  repairing — temporarily  unemployed. 

G.Mac  of  Great  Falls,  age  19,  congenital  deformity  of  left  arm,  widowed 
mother,  no  means;  given  normal  training  at  Dillon — has  obtained  teach- 
ing position  near  Cascade  at  salary  of  $75.00  a  month. 

R.Mac,  of  Ronan.  age  19,  lost  right  arm  in  accident,  widowed  mother; 
learned  bookkeeping  through  Bureau's  aid — has  no!  yet  found  perma- 
nent position. 

R.Mac  of  Libby.  age  21,  cowboy,  badly  crushed  when  lie  fell  underneath 
horse  in  a  rodeo  exhibition  ;  took  course  in  barbering — upon  completion 
opened  a  small  shop  in  Butte  ;  cleared  $25.00  second  week. 

L.  P.  of  Amazon,  age  19,  tubercular  left  hip,  heavy  work  impossible  in- 
structed in  bookkeeping  and  stenography — not  yet  employed. 

H.  S.  of  Billings,  age  25,  rancher  and  laborer,  ankylosis  of  left  wrist  anil 
right  shoulder  caused  by  rheumatism:  given  course  in  bookkeeping; 
has  been  clerking  since  completing  training — has  office  position  in 
prospect. 

L.  S.  of  Missoula,  age  35,  lost  right  arm  in  accident,  laborer;  taught  book- 
keeping, worked  for  short  time  following  completion  of  training  but  is 
at  present  unemployed. 

A.  W.  of  Missoula,  age  28,  female,  left  arm  and  spine  badly  crippled  by 
paralysis;  instruction  in  millinery  and  dressmaking — now  does  sewing 
in  her  home  in  Missoula. 

F.  W.  of  Butte,  age  28.  female,  amputated  right  arm  ;  trained  for  bookkeep- 
ing— has  temporary  work  along  clerical  lines  but  has  not  yet  succeeded 
in  locating  a  permanent  position. 

F.  W.  of  Malta,  age  19,  daughter  of  impoverished  dry  land  farmer,  crippled 
left  leg,  necessitating  light  employment;  taught  bookkeeping  and  sten- 
ography, later  securing  position  in  a  Great  Falls  office.
